FALI, CF FORT FISHER.

The papers are full of accounts of the fall of Fort Fisher.
Cc{nmn a!ter column ia devoted to the feats of tha soldiers
amBd sailovs, notil the reader wonders that tha fort did mot
fall upon the first approach of such macnificent warriors,
afd Row it held out during four honrs of desperate fight-
ing. -The Yankze losa w:ig heavy. The commanders of
the thrae leading brigadea—(eneral Caurtis asd Colenels
Pennibtker and Bell-—-were wounded. ‘I'he Chickamanga
and Tallahsseee t-ok part in the figkt, but retired up ‘he
river after the 1all ot the fort. ‘the preliminary aecousts
g1ve & history of the bombardment by thae navy. Of tha
real assaul s, a correapos deat of the Biltimore Americsn
gives the following account :

THE NAVAL ASSAULT.

From Lientenan' Farqahar, of the Santiago, who acoom-
panied the land ng pa ty from the navy, I have some inter-
est'ng particalars o! tha repalse of tLesa gzallant men.—
Fiag-Captain Ffreexe accomuanied the expedition. with
Lieutenant Preston ucsistent flag-captain; Lient. Benja-
min H. Porter, ¢ ‘wnander of the flagship Malvern ; Liant.

Assistant
surgeon Williaw Longehaw, Jr., of the Minnesota, who
volunteered 10 accompany the assaulting party, peraisting
in expesiug himse!! to relieve the neoessi‘ies of bis wound-
ed comrades, wins shot down and died in tho trenches. Hg
ia the Borgeop who volnnicered to carry a hawser to the
Weebawken when she wus ssrouud uuoder the walls of
Moaltrie and subjected to a severe fire.

The namber of offcers wounded is unprecedented.—
Lieutenant Wallage, of the mairme gorps, from on board

THE MILITARY ASBAULT.

Wo could see from the flaet bat little of what was going

It
was occasioned by the carelessness of some of the colored
t troops 1o carryins candles inte the magazine.

A large guantity cof corn meal had been foned stored in
& magazine, which the colored Soldiers bad freely vsed for
thefr breakfasts. mot knowing that it also contained a ton
or more of powder, underneath tbe meal. The exact man.
aer in which thetire was communicated cannot, of ecurse,
be kdown, but it is presumed that there was same loose
powder on the fl sor, into which 3 spark fell. It was a ter-
rible event, so soon following our great victory. Ihave
heard the names of sgome regimenta that are said to have
«affered most, but fgr fear fhat my istelligence may notbe
reliabla, it wera, perhaps, bettar mot to mention them

Varions rumors were sfloat with regard to this terrible
calastrophe, some attribating it to the work of a torpedo;
but on fuquiring, I learn that it was undonbtely the re uit
of carelessness, or rather the luck of Bnowledge of the pre-
sence f powder.

The 1n#s of life by the explosion, I learn, is abount two
bundred, besides quite a number wounded The magaz ue
that exploded was in the very centre of the parade, and it
has scooped out the earth to a great depth for fifsy feo
arcuod, aod added to the desolation that reigns in thin vast
monument of engineering ability. Qaite &+ umber of sail
ors trom the flaet and s cme officers also suffered from this
explosion. They had gooe aghore to exwmine the work,
aud fell victims to their excusuble cariosity, The pay-
mascers of tha Qe'tysburg and the Ticenderoga, and an

ensign from the Gettsburg, are reforted among the vic
tims.
